La on, 
however, her Majesty changed her 
ideas abont this matter, and her eye- 
brows have again grown out and her 
tecth are ax white as those olan Amor- 
iean girl. She is at the front of all 
movements for the introdaction of the 
Western civilization; especially any 
innovation tit promises to better the 
condition of Japanese women. She 
has hospitals and schools, for aheis 
one ofthe most charitable of monarchs. 
She is not fond of society, and sfe is 
almostas basy asthe Emperor. Sho 
has her own seoretarios, and her time 
istaken up With reading, study, recop- 
tions and charitable work. She is 
very fond of riding. 

There are a number of ladies oon- 
nected with the palaces at Tokio, 
who, like many wild flowers, are 
“born to blush unseen,” though 
they do not ‘‘waste thoir sweetness on 
the desert air,” I refer to tho seo- 
ondary wives of the Emperor. You 
hear nothing abont these in Tokio, 
for they are kopt as much as possible 
in the background. Bat from time 
immemorial the Emperor has been 
sllotted a certain’ number of secondary 
wives and there are, Iam told, twelve 
of these in the palace grounds. They 
have establishments of their own, and 
are the daughters of nobles.) The 
Crown Prince is theson of one of 
them, his mother’s name being Mme. 
Yanagiwora.

contact of the milk with the oxygen 
of the atmosphere. “There are alwaya 
seme inpurities in air, and these canse 
itto spoil, the oxygen making this 
spoiling more rapid, Lf all impurities 
vould be kept ont of milk, it would 
sour without spoiling, Bot when 
milk is in contact with air uo matter 
how pure it may seew, this is impos- 
sible. Souring thus necessarily means 
that the milk will continue to ferment 
until it becomes rotten or spoiled, 
The Michigan professor, however, 
makes o mistake in suggesting the 
possibility of milking through tubes 
into close cans, in order to keep out 
the injurious microbes always found 
in the air. The air always Gills tho 
open space in the cows’ teats, and thas 
tho milk even before it leaves them 
toust have some impurities The only 


way to bave milk pure is to 
aterili by subjecting it to enough 
heat to oy all injurious microbes, 


No care in milking oan ever entirely 
prevent their entrance into it, —Bos- 
ton Cultivator.

she became interested #0 that, as 

consequence, sho was among the early 
voters at the polls on Election Day, 
and cast her ballot before her dangh- 
ters did. The sentiment in favor of 
woman snffrage grew by reason of the 
general interest in the election. It 
waka growth from above to below. 
The best people of the State took up 
the matter firef, and then the igno- 
rant, the indifferent and those who 
had opposyl woman anfirage were

act of voting did not degrade woman 
in the slightest degree. 


Transporting Goods in Colombia.

ART IN BREADMAKING,

At the same lesson where Mrs. Rorer 
treated Vienna bread she also took up 
whole wheat bread, whieh is considered 
extremely nutritious and wholesome. 

It was a noticeable fact that the 
dough and sponge of the whole wheat 
bread was entirely different from that 
of the Vienna, In the pan it was 
weighty to the touch, and on the 
kneading board proved itself far from 
olastic. The whole wheat is the grain 
robbed of the husk. It is nitrogenons 
and contains phosphates, therefore it 
is most nutritions, and away and be 

ond the white bread in the matter o! 

ealthful properties. The recipe for 
this is one quart of liqnid, which may 
be one-half milk and one-half water. 
Scald the milk and add the water to it. 
When lukewarm add one cake of dis- 
solved yeast, one teaspvonfal of salt 
and sufficient whole wheat flour to 
make dough, like white bread. Knead 
antil soft and elastic, cover ina bow! 
or pan and let it stand three hours, 
then mould, put in greased square pan 
and stand aside for one hour; after 
whioh bake in a moderately slow oven. 

A flour rish in gluten soon becomes 
elastic. Keep the sponge at the first 
kneading at » temperature of sixty: 
eight to seventy degrees. To.make 
sure of your yeast, never use a cake 
that is the least bit soft or has any 
other odor than that which belongs to 
it by nature. The square loaf reqniret 
a slow oven, the more slender Vienna 
form a quick one. 

In home-made yeast there is a ming: 
ling of weeds, as yeast of this order is 
uncultivated, while in the German 
variety all the weeds have been ex 
punged, andin one tiny cake there 
ere ten thousand times as many yeast 
germs as in a cup of home-made yeast.

Add this flour slowly and finally tip 
the bow] toward you and beat vigorous- 
ly for a feowminutes, Nearly all bread 
requires kneading, and this portion of 
the process of bread making is largely 
the secret of its success or inilure. It 
should be done lightly, delicately, but 
yery thoroughly, aud with ball of 
the Land.—New York Jomrual,

Ita duty is te 
gather together from all parts of the 
world information abont foreign 
navies and foreign coast defenses. 
When Japan and China began hostili 
ties Secretary Herbert conld have sent 
to the Naval Intelligence Buorean and 
on afew mnntes' notice could bave 
had a fall description of the navies of 
hoth the bellicerent* andan admirable 
description of the sea coast along 
which the fight was being waged. 
There ix not a war vessel in the world 
which the Naval Intelligence Boreav 
cannot desoribe. This information 
comes from the news correspondents 
of the Navy Department, who are in 
part the officers of our own war ves: 
sels and in part onr representatives in 
naval matters at the great capitals of 
the world, Wo have naval secretaries 
attached toall of our principal lega- 
tions. Besidos, the Navy Department 
sometimes sends naval officers abroad 
on a special mission to gather infor- 
mation. 

The Treasury Department, of course, 
is constantly at work through its cus- 
toms officers and other agents gather- 
ing statistics of commerce. These are 
published from time to time by the 
Barean of Statistics, The Indian office 
of the Interior Department receives 
from its agents not only current newer 
ofthe condition of the Fndians, bat 
stories of the origin of their tribal 
customs and other matters, which 
maken page of the Indian Commis 
sioner’s report most interesting read: 
ing. The barean of ethology is busily 
engaged in collecting news of the 
primitive American. The geological 
survey tells the conntry from time to 
time all about its production of gold 
and precious stones, abont the devel- 
opment of irrigation and dozens of 
other things which would be consid-— 
ered good pews iu many Dewspaper 
offices. We send representatives 
abroad to report on the Panama Canal, 
the Nicaragua Canal, the interne 
tional geographical congress, the in- 
ternational monetary conference, the 
international marine conference. In 
fact, field of news gathering cov- 
ered by the agents of our Government 
isso wide that no newspaper, how- 
ever enterprising, could hope to fill it.

VAST SWARMS OF THE RODENTS 
OVERRUN NEW ZEALAND, 





Hunted For Their Far and Slaogh- 
tered by Millions by the Farmers, 
They Still Keep on Increasing. 


ESORIBING the rabbit pest 
of New Zealand, a writer in 
the, Dry Goods Eeonomist 

i says; As the increase of rab- 
bite proceeded thp crops were laid 
ander contributi by their raven- 
ous teeth, The farms were stripped 
i and the fields became 
barren squares on the plains. The 
colony was besieged by 4 est too nu- 
merous to be handled. 6 colonists 
saw that if the rabbits did not leave, 
the people would have to go. They 
assembled together to devise relief. 
Their difficulties were too diversified 
for individual management, 

Parliament was petitioned to take 
cognizance of the situation and intro- 
dnoe redress, It took cognizance and 
panaceas were suggested. Forces were 
aent against the invaders; armed to 
the teeth, and ordered to breathe 
slnughter and play havoo promiscu- 
ously, Canines were engaged and traps 
were employed. Mounted horses were 
savorting over the plains achieving 
victories. 

Althongh the plains were carpeted 
with dead andthe hills covered with 
jying bunnies no shrinkage among the 
living animals was perceptible, Their 
powers of reappearance were equal to 
their disappearance. Killing had as 
much influence on their numbers 
as plasters have on flies in the summer 
time. Fresh arrivals took the places 
of those leaving by physical exits.
